Coast Guard Joins 
United States Navy 


Washington, Nov. 3—(AP)—The 
coast guard joined the United 
States navy today, making 
world's largest fleet still larger. 

In a surprise move, accompanied 
by no explanation, President Roose- 
velt issued an executive order last 
night taking the coast guard from 
the Jurisdiction of the Treasury De- 
partment and placing.it under the 
command of the Secretary of Navy. 

The Presidential order transfers 
to the navy’s command 290 ships 
exclus‘'ve of picket boats and other 
small auxiliaries, 50 airplanes, 1,700 
officers and 20,900 enlisted men.

Since May 20 of this year all cheese has been de- 
livered to the Dairy Products Board. This has meant thot 
for domestic consumption Cénadians have had to de- 
pend upon the stores of cheese accumulated prior to 
that date. 

Now under the action of the Dairy Products Board 
which on Friday announced that starting Saturday, Nov- 
ember 1, cheese producers will be allowed to make and 
sell cheese of any size, weight and color dor domestic 
consumption, the opportunity is provided for building up 
production for Canadian use. Cheese being one of the 
most compact ond essential products in wartime it is ex- 
pedient to build up as large a production as possible in 
the interests of the war effort. By continuing foctory 
operations this year to the latest possible time this can 
be achieved and it seems most desirable because it will 
be adding to the amount of food which Canada will have 
in store for Canadian consumers. 

The question seems one which the producers should 
take under serious consideration and one which would 
seem to warrant action along the line suggested.
